thar timeontheBench, did upon the hearing of my Lord of E/ex's death, 


and who were then walking in the Tower when ' it fatally fell our, and 


uporrobſerving with what Wiligence,care and artifice the news was brought 
into Court as my Lord Ruſſe! was at the Bar, and how the Kings Coun- 
cil thereupon acted their parts, riſe up in great conſternation from the 
Bench where he fat, and pulling his hat over his eyes preſs out of Court, 
faying he plainly ſaw the bottom of the buſineſs, and all che *'Myſteries 


_ wrapt up in it. Andindeed fuch influence and ſucceſs had the news of the 


Earl of Efſex's having muxder'd himſelf, from the ſhame and horror he

- have occaſion And as the Earl of Eſſex wasa' perſon of that ſedateneſs, ho- 


norand vertue, that no rational orgood man canbeiteve he would commit 
ſo hortid'a' crime upon himſelf; ſo ſuch was the entire friendſhip between 
bim and my Lord. Ruſſel, that we' muſt renounce common ſenſe and rea- 


fon, before: we can admit that the Earl of Eſſex would be guilty of fo hei- 


nous an injury to his deareſt and beſt'Friend, asto calculate and-adjuſtthe 
murdering himſelf to ſuch a ſeaſon, which he muſt needs know would be 
too probable a means, to derive the deſtruction of a perſon whom he infi- 
nitely valued and loyed after it. Ss £ 'Ha- 
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Having now ſhown the enJ-unto which the murder of this incompara-. 
ble Earl was deſigned and adapred, and the jmprovement. which wos made - 
of it, not-only through endeavouring to eftabliſh thereby the belief of a 
Proteſtant Plot in general, but-to compaſs and facilitate the ruine of that 
- religious * and not. perſon my- Lord Ruſſel in partics/ar 5 we thall as a 
furcher inducement to perſwade 'and convince the-inquifitivg.part of man-' 
kind, . that ſome about St, Famess-and Whitehall where the contrivers and 
authoriſers of that barbarous aflaffination, lay open and unfald the motive 
and pique upon which it was done, and what it was which gavethe origi-. 
nal riſe to ſome mens implacable malice againſtthart loyal as well as virtuous 
perſon. And as it cannot be denied but this late NobP Ear had received 
Titles of honor, and places of Truft, intereſt and advantage from bis Ma- 
jeſty ; fo it will be acknowledged that nor only his Father bur himfelf,had 
laid all the obligations upon the Crown,which it was poſltbÞ for Subjects: 
in way of Acting or Suffering to do. Nor is it lefs evident, that notwith- 
ſtanding both the Father my Lord Cape!'s Laying down his life for Charles 
the Fir//, and the Engliſh Monarchy, and his Son E/ex's. manifald ſuffe- 
rings and ſervices for Charles the Second and the Royal Family, yer 
this honorable Perſon inftead of quietly poſlefiing any longer-the juſt re- 
wards of his own and Fathers merits, or enjoying any more the wanted 
ſigns of his Princes favour, was not onely deharred from, and. deprived of 
the reſpe&t and confidence which his Majefty had uſed to ſhow bim,. but 
was become the object of a great mans implacable hatred and bound- 
leſs malice. For though: the Earl of Efex wasa. perfon, whom nothing could 
corrupt from his loyalty to the Kingand the Eftabliſhed Government ; yet. 
he was alſo a fineere and zealohbs Patriot of the Laws and Liberties of the 
' Kingdom, and a couragious Defender as well as owner of the Proteftanc 
Religion. And as he was none of thoſe mercinary, baſe, and timorous- | 
Lords, who - would either connive at, or concur in. the introduction. of. 
Slavery andPopery ; ſo-he was one of. the principK of thoſe heroick and 
generous Peers, who had been ative in detetting the Popiſh Conſpiracy, 
and who had laboured with the greateſt induſtry to prevent the effects of 
that helliſh conjuration-of the Yatican, Louvre and St; Fames's, for the 
extirpation of the Reformed Worſhip, and the fibverſion of the ancient 
Laws and Privikdges of Erg/and. And as he was known to underſtand 
more of the nature and extent. of the Popiih Conſpiracy, and.who were 
concerned in it, and to what degree, than moſt perſons in the Kingdom 
eicher wereor ever had oportunities for ; fo nothing can be more certain, _

' ſons and Counſels which have beett carrying on againft cur Religion and 
Legal Government ; ſo his ſcorning-and abhorring to ſacrifice his Con- 
| ſjence and Honour by either falling in with the Confſpirators, or by a- 
voiding to withſtand and oppoſe chem in their attempts for the introduction 
and eſtabliſhment 'of Popery and Arbitrarineſs, made them to think of 
aff ways and means how to deſtroy him. And beſides theſe forementioned 
advantages which he had above other men, of knowing all the dimenſions” 
of the Poptfſh Plot ; he received no-fmmall acceſſion of. light in thar affair, 
by having beenalways a Member of thoſe Secret Committees, which had 
the Examination of Perfons, ,and Inſpetion of Papers, concerning thar- 
deviliſh Conſpiracy.

For.R«{e] being 
the Perſon who, that morning my Lord was. murdered, attended upon him 
 as-his Yarder, muſt-likewiſe have: been either an Actor in, or Acceſſory 
to. the cruelty that was  committed-on him. Nor can it be otherwiſe 
thought-than that he who contrary. tothe Duty of his Place, and the cruſt 
 repofed in him inſtead of affiſting and'defending my Lord, when forcibly 
aſſaulted, would conſent unto; or at leaſt! connive at.the Violence com- 
fitted upon-bim, ſhould alſo for the ſaving himſelf as well as others from 
the Puniſhment of the faid Crime, transfer the Murder from himſelf, and 
charge it upon my Lord. For as Rwſe/ was ſet at my Lords door to prevent 
any endeavours which might have been uſed by himſelf or others for an 
eſcape ; ſo one main end of his being poſted there, was to fee that no Vio- 
lence ſhould be committed upon the Priſoner. But to diſmiſs this without 
further enlarging upon it, I ſhall -in proof; that my Lord of Eſſex did not 
Murder.himfelf, but was-afl:ſlinated by others, obſerve the Contradidions 
 -thatare in the Informations of the Witneſſes, about the manner of his Death, 
and the Circumſtances relating to it, and how they diſagree not only one 
with another, bur gainſay themſelves in their Teſtimonies. Ic hath always 
been admitted: as a ſufficient ground of disbelieving Wineffes, and of judg- 
ing them: to Swear falſely, 'when their Teſtimonies inſtead of being either 
harmonious and coherent in themſelves, or conſonant and agreeable one to 
another, do both interfere with; and contradict themſelves and each other. 
For as Truth is always uniform and-confiſtent, ſo Falſhood is contra- 
ditious and various.: Now that this may the better appear, and that all 
Men may ſee, I do-neither impoſe upon the Witneſſes, nor endeavour to de-- 
ceive the world ,-I ſhall cranſcribggthe two Informations which were Sworn 
by Bomeny and Ruſſe! before the Coroner and the Inquef#, when they ſat on 
I my Lords Body upon an Inquiſition after the manner of his Death, and by what 
means he. came to his fatal End. Paul Bomeny in his Depoſition made upon 
Oath the 14. of Fly, 1683. ſaith, That when my. Lord came to Captain Haw- 
ley*'s, which was the eleventh of that month, my. Lord ask'd him for a Penknife 
to pare bs Nails as be was wont to do; to which the Informant anſwered, « being 
come in haſt be had not brought it, but he will. ſend for one ; and accordingly 
ſent the Footman with a Note for ſeveral things for my Lord, amongſt which the 
Penknife was inſerted; and that the Footman went and gave the Bill to my Lords, 
Steward, . who ſent the Proviſions but not the Penknife , only told the Footman be 
would get one the next day. That when the Footman was come, my Lord ask'4 
if the Penknife was come , to which the Informant anſwered he ſhould have 
& the next day; and accordingly on the 12..in the Morning, before my _ of

 ' bis blood, his Thraat being cutt. 'Theſe are all the informations which the queft 
charged and ſworn to enquire when, : by whatmeans and how Arrhur E.of 
Eſex came to his death, thought fit to take,and: upon the Depoſitions of 
theſe two Fellows who incaſe any violeuce were offered te my Lord muſt 
have been acceſſory to ir,they bring in and do ſay upon their oaths that the ſayd . 
_ Arthur Earl of Eſſex did woluntarily and feloniouſly cut his Throat. It may 
indeed ſeem ſtrange that there being other perſons at that time in the houſe 
beſides-Bomeny and Ruſſel, particularly the Maid ſervant,that they ſhould nei- 
ther be examined nor fo much as called to know whether they could fay any 
thing inthat affair.But itis not improbable that the contradictions inthe Te- 
fſtimonies of the two Witneiles whom they had examined, to onean other, 
might diſcourage them from examining any more,leaſt they in what they 
might ſwear ſhould contradi& what both the former had ſaid. Now what [ 
have to obferve concerning the contradictions in the forego'ing Depoſitions, 
they are either ſuch, wherein thels formations are direttly contraty to the 
reports which themſelves made to others about my Lords death; or they 
are ſuchi wherein the Teſtimony ofthe one, contradicts that ofthe other, or 
laftly, wherein the formation of one and the ſame perſony gainſay's and 
overthrow's it ſelf. For the firſt, whereas both Bomery and Ruſſel do pofitt- 
yely ſwear. that ic was not abore a quarter of an houre and half, fromthe. 
time that Bomeny left my Lord in his Chamber pareing his Nailes, to the time 
that they found him dead in the Cloſet ; yet this very Bomeny being ask'd the 
Queſtion/by. oe of my Lords Family toon after his death, how long my Lord 
might have lyen- dead before either he or the Farder difcovered it, replyed 
that he believed he muſt have lyen ſo above #0 hours for that when they

+ was not willing they ſhould take time to examine things throughly as well 
- as with gravity and leiſure, but that there were ſome great men and very 
near his perſon who gave order to make uſe of his name, in order to-the 
preventing the reproach and publick guilt, which: a due,. calm, impar- 
tial,and leiſurely Enquiry of the Fury into that matter,would have ſubjeed 
and made them obnoxious unto. Nor can I believe that Hawly the Warder, 
who was one of thoſe that ſent the forementioned Meſlageto the Fary,either 
would or durſt have done it, and much leſs have named'the King, but that 
he had expreſs Command and Warrant from ſome in power for the doing 
of it, and that there were ſome men of the firſt quality, who for reaſons 
well known to themſelves, were exceeding backward -and averſe to the 
having the manner of the Earl of Eſſex's death too critically ſearched into, 
But beſides the method which I have mentioned that was uſed towards 
the Fary to hinder a due quiſition into the matter they were met_ about, 
and to frighten and intimidate them from tracing things too far, there was 
a ſecond paſſage; and much more aſtoniſhing than the tormer, in the beha-

z _ viour of ſome people towards the Coroner”s Inqueſ® while they were afſem- 
MM bled and fitting about the Earl of Efex's death. For one of the Fury having. 
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obſerved, thay tho* they had been admitted to view the Body,yer they had. 


. not ſeen the Chaths which my Lord wore when he was killed, but that 


they. had been taken off, and were carried away, did thereupon ask to ſee. 
the Cloaths which my Lord had on when that unfortunate thing fell out, 
and in which he was found dead. One would think that a more modeſt, 
juſt, and neceffary demand could not have been made; andI1 take thecon- 


. fidence to fay, the Jury ought not to have proceeded to .a YVerdi# till they 
had been complied with init, unleſs upon the denial of fo righteous a Re- 


queſt, and the refuſal of a matter that was ſo neceſſary as well as uſeful 
to inform them, they had proceeded as in duty and conſcience they ought, 
to acquit my Lord from having committed any violence upon himſelf, and 
have caſt this horrid Murder upon others. For infteag]| of being gratified. 
in the demand of ſeeing the Cloaths, the Coroner was immediately called. 
into' the next Room, where ſome Gentlemen were attending ( and a- 
mongſt othersthe perſon Thave juſt now mention'd) who having overheard. . 
what was ask'd for, ſeverely-check'd and rebuk'd him for ſuffering ſuch. 
Queſtions to be propoſed. And this mercenary, or at leaſt cowardly Soul, 
Farnham the Coroner ( if I may fo callhim, being but the Coroner's Deputy ) 
returning back to the Fury after he had receiv'd therepriman41 and rebuke, 
told them, they were. called to fit onmy Lord's Body, and not on his Cloaths, and: 


that it was ſufficient they had ſeen the Body, and recerved an Account upon: 


Oath bow it was found. O faithleſsand nonſenſical Man ! as if becauſe they 
were to fit upon the Body, they might-not be allowed a view of the 
Cloaths in which it was arrayed, when this noble Perſon received his fatal

ſhall in the nexc place.givean account of fome remarkable paſlages which 
were obſerved/in the Tower that Morning ty Lord was kill'd, which wilt 
- not only inform us there was ſomething requiring great ſecrecy then tranf- 
ating, but will condud us home to the Authors and Authorizers of that 
villanous, and ever to be abhorred Afaflination. Thefirſt thing then re- 
markable was, That the Gate at the lower end of thoſe Apartments in the
